An  ordinance  to  repeal  Ordinance  No.  11,  approved  February 
24,  1876,  entitled  "An  ordinance  for  the  preservation  of  the 
health  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,'"'  and  to  re-enact  the  same. 

Section  1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  bj  the  written permis- 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Ordi-f;^°fj°(^„^^« 
nance  No.  11,  approved  February  24,  1876,  entitled  missjoner  to  be 
*'  An  ordinance  for  the  preservation  of  the  health 
of   the  city  of  Baltimore,"  be,  and  the  same   is 
hereby,  repealed  and  re-enacted  as  follows :  Be  it 
enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person   or  persons,  or  body  corporate,  to  use  any 
grounds  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Baltimore 
for  the  purpose  of  an  ice  pond,  without  having  first 
obtained  written  permission  from  the  Healtlr  Com- 
missioner to  construct  the  same. 
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To  be  used  for  Sec.  2. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained, 
fu)m^^oY.  ito  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  permit  any  person  or 
March  1.  persons,   or  body  corporate,  to    use   any  grounds 

within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  for  an 
ice  pond,  except  from  the  first  day  of  November 
to  the  first  day  of  March,  at  the  expiration  of 
which  time  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  pond  or 
ponds  will  be  required  to  thoroughly  drain  the 
water  from  same. 

Penalty.  Sec.  3. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained, 

That  any  person  or  persons,  or  body  corporate,  re- 
fusing or  neglecting  to  thoroughly  drain  the  water 
from  the  pond  or  ponds  used  by  them,  on  the  first 
day  of  March,  without  previous  notice,  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  collected  as 
other  fines  are  collected  ;  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  is  hereby  instructed  to  have  properly  en- 
forced the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  4. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained. 
That  this  ordinance  take  efiect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

graded  paved,  kerbed  and  graveled  in  such  manner 
that  the   width  of  said  avenue  shall  be  sixty  feet 
from  kerb  to  kerb,  the  same  to  be  paved  to  a  dis- 
tance of  twelve  feet  from  each  kerb,  leaving  thirty- 
six  feet  in  the  centre  to  be  graveled,  in  pursuance 
of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  Chapter  218,  of  2d  of  April, 
1874,  and  according  to  the  provisions  of  Ordinance 
No.  44,  of  4th   June,  1874,  providing  for  grading, 
graveling,  shelling,  kerbing  and  paving  of  streets, 
lanes  or  alleys  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  so  far  as  Expense  to  be 
the  same  may  be  applicable,   the  expense  of  the  Swne?s^o? ad- 
same  to  be  assessed  upon  and  paid  by  the  owners  of  J^^^^.'^s  prop- 
property  adjoining  thereon.

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Northern  Central  Railway  Company  to  erect  a 
bulkhead  on  its  property  on  the  east  side  of  the 
harbor,  at  (Canton,  commencing  for  the  same  one 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  southwardly  from  the  south 
side  of  the  said  company's  elevator  pier,  and  run- 
ning thence  southwardly  one  hundred  and  thirty 
feet,  so  as  to  be  on  a  direct  line  with  the  bulkhead 
at  the  place  of  beginning. 

Permission  Sec.  2. — And  bc  it  further  cuacted  and  ordained, 

rpier!*^**^  ^^^'^^That  permission  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  granted 
to  the  said  Northern  Central  Railway  Company  to 
erect  a  pier,  seventy  feet  wide,  commencing  at  the 
bulkhead  described  in  the  preceding  section  of  this 
ordinance,  and  running  parallel  with  and  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from  the  elevator  pier, 
and  extending  westwardly  ^\e  hundred  feet  to  the 
Port  Warden's  line.

Repeal.  Seotion  1. — Bc  it  cuactcd  and  ordained  by  the 

Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  an 
ordinance  entitled  "  An  ordinance  to  prevent  un- 
authorized persons  from  riding  on  public  or  private 
conveyances,"  approved  October  8,  1878,  be,  and 
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the  same  is  hereby,  repealed  and  re-enacted  so  as 
to  read  as  follows:  An  ordinance  to  prevent  un- 
authorized persons  from  riding  on  public  or  private 
conveyances. 

Section  1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Penalty. 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  any  unauthorized  person  or  per- 
sons, to  ride  on  locomotives,   tenders,  or  cars  of 
steam    railroads,    street    cars,  stages,    omnibuses, 
hacks,  or  any  licensed  conveyance  for  passengers, 
or  merchandise,  on  any  street,  lane  or  alley  opened 
for  public  use  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore,  under   a   penalty  of  one  dollar  for  each 
offence,  to  be   enforced  under  the  ordinances  and 
regulations  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore, and   to  be  recovered   as   other  fines   and 
penalties  are  now  recoverable  ;  provided,  however.  Not  to  apply  to 
that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  "e^s^'^y^- 
to  newsboys  pursuing  their  vocation. 

Sec.  2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  for  the  iniprovt  nient  of  Harford  Run  and  for  the 
construrtion  of  a  literal  sewer  untler  the  t)eds  of  certain 
streets,  and  to  proviile  for  defraying  tiie  cost  of  tlie  same. 

Whereas,  the  Harford  Run  northwardly  from  Preamble. 
Orleans  street  is  now,  and  has  been  for  many  years 
past,  in  such  condition  as  to  be  a  nuisance  to  the 
inhabitants  residing  contiguous  thereto,  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  a  large  portion  of  the  same  is  un- 
covered, and  thereby  becomes  the  receptacle  for 
every  description  of  refuse  matter; 

And  whereas,  the  only  adequate  remedy  which  Preamble, 
can  be  appHed  to  abate  said  nuisance  i^  the  removal 
of  the  offensive  matter  from  the  bed  of  said  run,
